THE PUBLIC is being subjected to vast amounts 
of propaganda designed to make them aware of the 
teacher and classroom shortages in America. Included 
in this is information creating the impression that all 
colleges are filled to capacity without facilities to 
accommodate the post World War II crop of babies 
who will be ready for college in 1964. Unfortunately 
this propaganda often does not present the whole 
picture. 

Many state universities where tuition is free to 
residents of the state are crowded. But even they 
sometimes use application figures instead of the 
actual number enrolling. The number of applications 
distort the picture since high school seniors often 
apply at two or more colleges for fear of not being 
accepted since they are under the impression that 
all colleges are overcrowded. Yet it is the advan- 
tage of the state schools to impress the state legis- 
latures with their large application figures in order 
to get their budgets approved. 

Another technique is to use the enrollment for the 
first quarter before the drop-outs, This gives a much 
higher figure than the actual number they have to 
care for during most of the school year. But this 
helps get a larger budget approved. 

For these reasons we believe that state universi- 
ties presently may not be as overcrowded as they 
would like for you to believe. However, there is one 
thing certain. Most private colleges are not full. In 
fact, they are having a difficult time in competing 
with state universities. While attending the Tennessee 
Education Association meeting this year, I asked 
several deans of private colleges about their enroll- 
ment. There was not a single dean who said that 
his college was operating at full capacity. Some indi- 
cated that they were hurting financially because of 
their low enrollments. Their common attitude was 
well expressed by the dean of one of the largest 
private schools in Tennessee when he said, “If private 
colleges do not specialize they have no reason to 
continue to operate, for in most areas we cannot 
compete with the state universities.” 

In studying his statement, I realize that he is 
correct in his appraisal of the situation. His college 
was happy over a $100,000 gift for an. addition to 
one of its buildings, but in that same year the state 
legislature in one of the southern states appropriated 
$2,100,000 for a new building at the state university. 
One dean said, “Our state university has more dis- 


carded science equipment than 
university with over $60,000,000 endowment) has in 
its laboratories.” In buildings and equipment, private 
schools cannot compete. 


In teachers’ salaries, again the private schools are 
behind. In one research conducted on the buying 
power of the teachers’ wages, taking 1939-’47 average 
as the base period, the teachers’ wages in state uni- 
versities have remained the same while those in 
private colleges have dropped thirty per cent. One of 
our teachers at Lee, Charles Beach, has been em- 
ployed in the summers by the University of Tennessee. 
Each time they offer him a contract paying nearly 
$1,000 a year more than what we pay if he will 
teach for them all year. He is still with us because he 
likes the speciality of Lee. 


And that brings us to an important fact concern- 
ing Lee College. We believe that there is a real need 
in the Church of God for Lee College. We have two 
main specialties: one is the training of Church of 
God ministers and workers; the other is the environ- 
mental setting whereby college courses can be taught 
by Holy-Ghost-filled teachers who respect and believe 
in the Pentecostal fundamentals of the Church of 
God. 


Never in the history of the school have we had the 
numerical success in soul-winning that we had this 
past year. During the six-day Easter vacation, our 
students won more than 400 souls to the Lord in 
their revivals and personal work. The top leaders in 
our student body, those with high academic marks and 
those filling the offices in the clubs and classes, 
are the ones taking the leading initiative in these en- 
deavors. 

When the evaluating committee of the Southern 
Association was here, they told me several times that 
there is no question about the quality of work which 
we have here at Lee. They praised the loyalty and 
dedication of our administration and faculty. They 
said that we are fortunate to have such a faculty. 


Today there are hundreds of young people from 
Church of God homes who are enrolled in colleges. 
Many of them are paying much higher tuition rates 
than those of Lee. I ask you as pastors and parents 
to take advantage of these specialties at Lee. Encour- 
age your young people, send your children, and con- 
tinue your support of a college which is Christ- 
centered.

PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE

In 1960-’61 is the silver anni- 
versary of the International Bible 
College, Estevan, Sask., Canada. It 
was in the fall of 1936 that Rev. 
J. W. Bruce saw his dream come 
true; he opened the doors of South 
Saskatchewan Bible _ Training 
School at Consul, Sask. Brother 
Bruce knew that the strength of 
any work depends upon trained 
workers. Year after year the school 
rejoiced to see student after stu- 
dent take his place in the whit- 
ened harvest fields as missionaries, 
pastors, evangelists, youth directors 
and active workers in home evan- 
gelism. 

After one year of operation the 
school was forced to move to 
larger accommodations in Robsart, 
Sask. With active workers going on 
the field, many new churches were 
established and the need for cen- 
tralization caused the school to 
move to Moose Jaw in 1942. The 
school remained there for four 
years at which time a new need 
arose, that of a Christian high 
school. This meant relocating at a 
larger site; so the present location, 


fifteen miles west of Estevan, was 
purchased. Our present campus was 
a small airport used during the 
war years. The hanger and H-hut 
were converted to meet the need 
for dormitory and classroom space. 

In 1946 the school took on a new 
name, International Bible College. 
One of the reasons this new name 
was chosen was that the training 
school began to attract and influ- 
ence students from all over Can- 
ada and other nations of the world. 
As a Church.of God institution it 
became international in its influ- 
ence by preparing workers to an- 
swer the call of God the world over. 

The last fourteen years have 
seen the curriculum improved to 
meet the current demands of youth 
on the march for souls. The 
churches in western Canada have 
also grown in line with the growth 
of the school. Now we face a new 
need, that of relocating in a more 
centrally located place where com- 
munication to and from the school 
is more ideal. Although we will be 
in our present location for the 1960- 
’61 term, there are definite steps be-

This area of education is conducted both 
formally and informally by teachers, deans, coaches, 
supervisors and other personnel. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR CHRISTIAN SERVICE in Chris- 
tian service clubs and programs: “And they over- 
came him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony ...” (Revelation 12:11). This state- 
ment lies at the heart of the Christian program at 
Lee College. Such service is essential to spiritual suc- 
cess and to a thorough Christian education. The Mis- 
sions Club, the Pioneers for Christ, and the Minis- 
terial Club offer opportunities for service and train- 
ing in this area of education.

The desire for a closer com- 
munion with God, the hunger for 
a greater joy of basking in the sun- 
light of the smile of the Almighty 
as His will is being done, the urge 
to learn the will of God from His 
Word, and then to receive the pow- 
er to perform His will—these were 
the motives that prompted our be- 
loved Overseer, Brother J. B. Ellis, 
to call a state-wide conference for 
prayer at the Church of God in 
Langley, South Carolina, on Jan- 
uary 18 and 19, 1960. 

Capacity crowds attended every 
service with an overflow for the 
evening services.

Emphasis was placed upon the 
need for a “middle-of-the-road” ex- 
perience in the prayer life. On one 
side there is the cold, formal expe- 
rience which is known as a “form 
of godliness.” There is that which 
looks like godliness, acts like godli- 
ness, and seems like godliness, but 
it denies the power thereof. It is 
this which caused Jesus to marvel. 
“And he marvelled because of their 
unbelief” (Mark 6:6). There is 
nothing so cold and formal as 
a practically prayerless, powerless 
Christian. 

On the other hand, there is the 
fanatic with his pseudo miracles. 
He may seem like Pentecost, he 
may even sound like Pentecost, but 
by his pseudo miracles he will 
panic good people. He causes good 
people to leave the sound path of 
Bible truth and go into the mire of 
rank extremism. It is here that the 
enemy of our souls can lead and 
capture good people. Saints of God 
who would resist the enemy and 
would not yield to temptation to sin 
nor to the temptation of cold for- 
mality may be panicked by a sud- 
den, overpowering fear into mak- 
ing false claims from which they 
do not retreat, and, thus, the cause 
of the Lord is hurt, the name of the 
Lord is blasphemed, and the mis- 
led one is precipitated into apostasy 
(total desertion of principles of 
faith). 

The believer must have spiritual 
equipoise (equilibrium or balance). 
We believe in “signs and wonders” 
and we believe in them under God’s 
terms. Jesus said in John 14:12, 13: 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 


that believeth on me, the works 
that I do shall he do also; and 
greater works than these shall he 
do; because I go unto my Father. 
And whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do, THAT THE 
FATHER MAY BE GLORIFIED IN 
THE SON.” So the believer prays to 
the Father, “Thy will be done, as 
in heaven, so in earth.” He is then 
armed with the power that the 
Lord promised in Luke 10:19, 20: 
“Behold, I give unto you power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, 
and over all the power of the 
enemy: and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you. Notwithstanding in 
this rejoice not, that the spirits are 
subject unto you; but rather re- 
joice, because your names are writ- 
ten in heaven.” 


The great prayer conference 
came to a close with shouts of 
praise and thanksgiving to God who 
hears and answers His humble 
servants’ prayers. The good that 
was accomplished can only be 
measured in souls, and only eter- 
nity can reveal all the effectiveness 
of this holy convocation.
